To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Dewsbury’s  school  health  service  continued  on  much  the 
same  lines  as  previously,  despite  the  introduction  of  the  National 
Health  Service  in  July,  1948. 

General. 

The  general  health  of  the  school  children  of  the  Borough 
was  satisfactory.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  was  however  still 
unsatisfactory  and  not  improving.  Measles  and  whooping 
cough  were  the  principal  infectious  diseases  affecting  the 
children  in  any  considerable  number.  Poliomyelitis  was  not 
prevalent.  The  Authority’s  arrangements  for  providing  free 
hospital  care  for  school  children  came  to  an  end  with  the  intro- 
duction of  the  National  Health  Service  on  July  5th,  1948. 

Your  dental  clinic  remained  fully  staffed  up  to,  but  only  up 
to,  the  end  of  1948.  Equipment  ordered  for  a third  dentist 
yet  to  be  appointed  has  been  very  slow  in  delivery.  You 
decided  to  purchase  a house  in  Leeds  Road  for  conversion  as  a 
dental  clinic  for  three  dentists.  Proposals  for  the  establishment 
of  a child  guidance  clinic  were  initiated  and  this  clinic  will  be  in 
being  by  the  end  of  1949.  Unfortunately  it  was  not  possible 
during  1948  to  secure  the  services  of  a speech  therapist. 

Camp  School. 

An  event  of  major  significance  was  the  opening  (in  April, 
1948)  of  Cliffe  House  a mansion  in  extensive  grounds,  in  Shepley, 
nr.  Huddersfield,  as  a Camp  School  to  accommodate  children 
for  periods  of  a fortnight,  from  different  schools  in  turn.  The 
children  are  examined  medically  by  Dr.  Hodgkinson  (A.S.M.O.) 
before  going  to  the  school.  During  the  summer  holidays,  Miss 
Burton  (Headmistress,  Open-Air  School)  with  other  volunteers 
kindly  took  charge  of  specially  selected  delicate  children 
(who  might  not  otherwise  have  had  a holiday)  at  the  school. 
A general  practitioner  is  called  in  in  cases  of  medical  emergency. 
There  is  need  for  more  satisfactory  isolation  facilities. 

School  Meals. 

The  home  conditions  are  often  bad  and  housing  presents 
many  terrible  problems.  Many  mothers,  in  bad  and  crowded 
houses,  turn  out  their  children  as  a credit  to  themselves  and 
they  deserve  the  highest  praise.  Food  and  affection  are  the 


principal  requisites  for  every  child — however  much  the  State 
looks  after  the  first,  no  government  or  local  government  action 
can  ensure  the  latter  ; it  is  a fallacy  too  widely  held  that  Acts 
of  Parliament  give  the  child  security.  The  mother  and  the 
father  alone  can  do  it,  therefore  every  step  that  maintains 
healthy  parental  influence  and  prestige  is  good.  Our  whole 
object  should  be  to  help  the  child  through  the  parents  and  in  the 
home.  In  an  imperfect  world  we  have  often  to  deviate  from 
what  appears  the  ideal  and  school  dinners  are  thereby  justified. 
Considered  in  this  light  Dewsbury’s  record  in  regard  to  the 
provision  of  school  meals  was  as  usual  satisfactory,  having 
among  Countjr  Boroughs  the  highest  percentage  of  children 
taking  school  dinners  (Monthly  Bulletin,  Ministry  of  Health, 
January,  1948).  The  percentage  of  children  taking  dinners  in 
Dewsbury  schools  in  1948  was  estimated  at  66%  and  taking 
milk  at  79%.  The  number  of  dinners  supplied  free  was  less  than 
in  1947.  The  secondary  schools  shewed  a perceptible  decline  in 
the  number  of  meals  taken. 

Handicapped  Pupils. 

The  placing  of  handicapped  pupils  in  residential  special 
schools  remains  very  difficult  ; there  is  no  day  special  school 
accommodation  for  educationally  subnormal  children  and 
ascertainment  is  correspondingly  inadequate. 

Eyesight. 

As  in  1947  the  eight  year  old  children  were  eyesight  tested  ; 
and  70  were  referred  for  refraction. 

Equipment. 

During  the  year  you  agreed  to  add  to  your  audiometric 
equipment  (pure  tone  audiometer)  a gramophone  audiometer  for 
group  tests  of  deafness  : a portable  fluorescent  lamp  for  ringworm 
diagnosis  in  schools  was  also  purchased. 

National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

It  is  too  early  to  assess  the  full  effect  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  upon  the  school  health  service.  Certain  policies 
have  crystallised,  certain  effects  have  been  observed.  So  far  as 
school  children  are  concerned  the  Act  is  designed  to  secure  that 
whilst  the  control  of  school  environment  and  the  periodic  and 
special  examinations  of  children  with  a view  to  early  ascertain- 
ment of  defect  shall  remain  a duty  of  the  Local  Education 
Authority,  all  treatment  necessary  shall  ultimately  be  afforded 
by  the  domiciliary  or  hospital  medical  services.  I doubt  very 
much  if  it  will  ever  be  possible  in  urban  areas  to  arrange  all 
the  clinical  work  among  school  children  to  be  carried  out  by 
G.P’s.,  where  private  practice  is  still,  and  rightly  in  my  view, 
competitive,  and  where  the  demands  of  curative  medicine  will 
probably  remain  paramount. 
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So  far  the  observable  results  of  the  Act  have  been  to 
substitute  for  an  efficient  school  eye  service  an  inefficient  school 
eye  service,  with  months  of  delay  in  the  securing  of  spectacles, 
with  an  inevitably  worse  standard  of  follow  up,  without  any 
improvement  in  the  standard  of  care  and  at  greater  cost  : to 
substitute  for  a steadily  (if  perhaps  slowly)  improving  school 
dental  service,  a rapidly  disintegrating  school  dental  service  ; 
and  to  throw  into  relief  the  unfavourable  financial  status  of 
school  medical  and  dental  officers  compared  with  their  colleagues 
outside  local  government  service. 


It  is  difficult  to  see  how  t lie  hospital  service  which  has  now 
taken  over  the  school  eye  service,  can  materially  improve 
matters  so  long  as  the  demand  for  glasses  by  all  sections  of  the 
community  remains  unsatisfied.  One  would  have  thought  it 
not  impossible  in  a nationally  controlled  eye  service  to  secure 
high  priority  for  children. 


On  the  other  hand  there  is  everything  to  be  gained  by 
making  available  as  the  Act  does,  for  the  socially  less  fortunate 
child  medical  attention  without  the  mother  having  to  consider 
the  question  of  cost.  In  the  long  run  this  undoubtedly  will  be 
the  means  of  saving  an  enormous  amount  of  sickness  and 
suffering,  and  represents  an  advance  of  incomparable  signifi- 
cance in  health  care.  An  analysis  of  the  burden  of  work  thrown 
upon  the  practititioners  will  be  necessary  and  will  probably  shew 
the  increased  call  by  mothers  in  respect  of  their  children. 


Despite  the  heavier  pressure  on  doctors  in  consequence, 
to  discourage  early  attendance  by  mothers  with  their  children 
would  be  wrong  and  would  nullify  the  whole  purpose  of  the 
scheme.  Economic  barriers  have  meant  that  the  mother  and 
child  have  in  the  past  been  neglected  in  regard  to  early 
domiciliary  medical  care  and  only  the  maternity  and  child  health 
services  have  saved  the  children.  That  must  be  so  no  longer. 


Early  ascertainment  of  defect  and  disease  has  always  been 
one  of  the  major  aims  of  the  School  Health  Department— it  must 
be  newly  affirmed  in  the  new  service.  Relating  the  disease  in 
the  child  to  his  social  environment  is  another.  The  objects  of 
the  School  Health  Service  are  now  to  a considerable  extent 
entrusted  to  other  hands — the  general  practitioners  have  now 
a wider  and  more  exacting  sphere. 


The  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  have  shewn  commend- 
able appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  the  school  health  service 
and  have  agreed  that  consultant  school  clinics  in  the  Local 
Education  Authority’s  premises  should  continue  to  function 
under  the  Authority’s  administration,  the  consultants’  services 
being  provided  by  the  Board. 
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Staff. 

Mr.  Tinn  resigned  his  appointment  as  Dental  Officer  and  it 
was  decided  to  appoint  a senior  dental  officer.  Mr.  A.  G.  Smith 
was  appointed  and  his  report  is  commended  to  your  notice. 
Miss  E.  A.  Roberts  resigned  after  twenty-eight  years’  valuable 
service  as  school  nurse  and  Miss  D.  J.  Lawlor  was  appointed  as 
Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse,  the  first  step  in  the  integration 
of  the  school  nursing  and  health  visiting  service,  a process  much 
extended  in  1949.  Mrs.  Gillings  (Cleansing  Nurse)  resigned 
after  her  marriage  and  was  replaced  by  Nurse  A.  Ryan. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  all  my  staff,  professional  and 
clerical,  for  their  work  throughout  the  year.  Dr.  Hodgkinson 
and  Miss  Hinchcliffe  have  prepared  the  tables  in  this  report. 
The  teachers  have  been,  as  always  in  my  experience,  of  the 
greatest  help.  They  often  complain  in  public  about  the 
“ extras  ” to  the  curriculum  but  in  fact  they  recognise  that 
education  and  health  are  linked  and  that  the  care  of  the 
children’s  health  forwards  their  education. 

I must  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Emmerson  who 
resigned  his  appointment  as  Director  of  Education  after  ten 
years.  He  had  always  been  most  courteous  and  helpful  to  me 
and  I am  happy  to  say  my  relations  with  his  successor  Mr. 
Green,  are  equally  friendly. 

To  you  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  my  thanks 
are  due  for  your  unvarying  interest  and  informed  support.  As 
public  custodians  of  the  educational  welfare  of  the  school 
children  you  have  heavy  responsibilities  ; health  and  welfare 
are  not  the  least.

The  number  of  children  treated  at  the  minor  ailment  clinic 
was  more  than  last  year  by  about  21%  and  the  number  of 
attendances  was  up  by  7%. 

Scabies  now  appears  to  be  disappearing,  the  number  of 
cases  attending  the  minor  ailment  clinic  dropping  from  289  in 
1942  to  76  in  1943  ; 101  in  1944  ; 124  in  1945  ; 37  in  1943  ; 13  in 
1947  ; and  13  in  1948.  13  other  school  children  were  treated 

or  scabies  during  the  year.

The  parents  of  116  children  by  the  end  of  the  year  had  not 
secured  the  glasses  prescribed.  206  of  the  parents  failed  to  keep 
the  appointments  made  for  their  children — these  were  followed 
up  and  74  finally  came,  67  had  treatment  privately,  29  had  not 
treatment  in  1948  but  were  transferred  to  1949,  26  had  removed 
from  the  district,  9 had  left  school  and  1 had  no  attention.  10 
cases  were  referred  to  the  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector  to  whom  I am 
much  indebted  for  his  help  ; one  of  these  had  the  eyes  tested 
privately  and  9 were  tested  at  the  school  clinic  (8  had  glasses 
prescribed  which  were  subsequentlv  obtained  ; in  1 case  glasses 
were  not  prescribed). 
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It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  failure  to  get 
treatment  is  likely  to  cause  the  child  suffering  and  therefore 
brings  the  parents  within  the  purview  of  the  Children  and 
Young  Persons  Act. 

Following  up  bv  nurses  has  been  undertaken  in  an  effort 
to  ensure  that  children  who  require  ophthalmic  examination 
attend  and  that  the  glasses  prescribed  are  in  fact  obtained. 
It  is  intended  that  where  parents  fail  to  secure  glasses,  where 
prescribed,  despite  the  “ following  up  ” efforts  of  school  nurses, 
the  N.S.P.C.C.  inspector  will  be  asked  to  visit  and  use  his 
influence  to  persuade  parents  to  do  their  duty.  During  the 
year  3 cases  were  visited  by  the  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector  and  glasses 
were  then  obtained.

Eyesight  testing  should  be  carried  out  annually  in  all  school 
children. 

The  effect  of  the  National  Health  Service  on  the  School 
Ophthalmic  Service  has  been  most  unfortunate.  Long  delays 
in  securing  glasses  are  now  common,  up  to  several  months,  even 
when  the  parents  are  most  anxious  to  get  them.  The  Executive 
Council  has  been  asked  to  secure  urgent  attention  for  the  more 
serious  cases.  Another  misfortune  is  that  children  may  now 
attend  opticians  direct  for  examination  and  prescription  though 
it  is  generally  agreed  that  young  children  should  be  examined 
by  an  ophthalmologist  who  can  take  into  account  the  child’s 
general  health  and  particular  make-up  as  well  as  his  refractive 
error  in  deciding  on  the  need  for  spectacles.  The  following  up 
of  children  now  in  regard  to  the  securing  of  glasses  has  been 
made  immeasurably  more  difficult  as  a result  of  these  two 
circumstances.  Formerly  almost  all  children  needing  glasses 
got  them  in  reasonable  time  through  the  school  health  service. 
For  this  area  it  is  intended  that  the  service  shall  continue  to  be 
administered  in  School  Clinic  premises,  an  ophthalmic  specialist 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  being  responsible  for  the  clinical 
work.  I am  opposed  to  the  general  and  periodic  eyesight 
testing  and  refraction  of  school  children  being  conducted  on 
hospital  premises  when  school  clinic  premises  are  available. 
The  link  with  the  school  health  service  and  the  school  should  be 
maintained,  the  priority  that  the  children  should  have  is  ensured 
automaticallv  in  school  clinic  premises,  and  the  " hospital 
atmosphere  ” is  best  avoided.

REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  DENTIST 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  on  the  work  of  the 
school  dental  service  for  the  year  1948.  The  presentation  of  the 
statistical  record  of  the  year  follows  that  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Education,  with  certain  supplements. 

The  School  Dental  Service  had  great  expectation  of  1948, 
and  had  looked  to  the  National  Health  Service  Act  in  con- 
junction with  the  implementation  of  the  Teviot  Report  and  the 
“ Spens  ” Report  to  bring  up  to  strength  the  somewhat  slender 
service  which  had  done  so  much  good  for  the  children.  Far 
from  realising  these  hopes  the  year  has  brought  disappointment 
and  there  is  serious  fear  of  a disintegration  of  the  school  dental 
service  due  to  the  departure  of  many  school  dental  officers  for 
the  financially  more  attractive  private  practice.  Nevertheless 
you  have  decided,  wisely  as  I see  it,  to  press  on  with  the  conver- 
sion of  premises  in  Leeds  Road  for  use  as  a centralised  dental 
clinic  with  an  establishment  of  three  dental  officers.  I regard 
it  as  important  that  children  should  have  continuity  of  treatment 
whether  at  a school  clinic  or  at  the  hands  of  a private  dental 
practitioner.  It  is  vital  that  the  conditions  of  service  in  the 
Local  Authority  clinics  should  be  such  as  to  attract  and  hold 
competent  dental  surgeons  interested  in  the  work  which  is  of  a 
“ specially  exacting  nature.” 

I consider  there  would  be  advantage  in  having  available  from 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  the  services  of  a consultant  ortho- 
dontist say  for  one  session  a fortnight  for  advice  and  treatment 
of  the  more  difficult  cases. 

Following  Mr.  C.  A.  Tinn’s  resignation  on  31st  December, 
1947,  Mr.  H.  V.  Smail  carried  on  your  dental  services  alone,  and 
as  I did  not  commence  my  duties  as  your  Senior  Dental  Officer 
until  1st  April,  1948,  the  number  of  sessions  devoted  to  the 
School  Dental  Service  in  1948  is  somewhat  less  than  in  1947, 
viz.,  607  treatment  sessions  and  31  inspection  sessions,  compared 
to  741  and  66,  in  1947,  or  expressed  in  terms  of  whole-time  dental 
officers  1.3  in  1948,  1.6  in  1947.  Despite  this  fact  the  volume 
of  work  has  been  well  maintained.  The  ultimate  aim  of  the 
School  Dental  Service  is  that  every  child  should  leave  school 
with  a functionally  and  aesthetically  sound  dentition,  so  that 
one  of  the  criteria  by  which  to  judge  the  effectiveness  of  the 
service  is  the  number  of  fillings  (especially  in  permanent  teeth). 
In  this  respect  1948  has  been  a successful  year,  more  fillings 
being  inserted  than  in  1947. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  reduce  the  treatment  waiting 
list  which  stood  at  1,038  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and 
inspections  have  been  limited  so  that  treatment  could  be  offered 
within  a reasonable  time  ; at  the  end  of  the  year  the  waiting  list 
stood  at  367. 
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It  will  be  seen  from  the  statistical  summary  that  the 
relationship  between  fillings  and  extractions  (permanent  teeth) 
is  4.65  : I for  1948  compared  to  3.24  : 1 for  1947,  a satisfactory 
improvement.  It  will  also  be  seen  under  “ treatment  per 
hundred  children”  that  211  fillings  were  carried  out  in  190 
permanent  teeth  for  secondary  school  children,  these  figures 
are  no  doubt  higher  than  would  normally  be  the  case  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  Grammar  and  Technical  Schools  did  not  receive 
routine  inspections  and  offers  of  treatment  prior  to  the  coming 
into  force  of  the  new  Education  Act,  so  that  there  has  been 
some  leeway  to  make  up  in  these  schools. 

The  Report  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Education  for  the  years  1939-45,  requests  that  as  many  school 
dental  officers  as  possible  should  carry  out  an  investigation  into 
the  incidence  of  dental  caries  in  certain  selected  age  groups, 
namely  5 year  olds  and  12  year  olds.  Owing  to  pressure  of  work 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  a full  investigation  on  the 
lines  suggested  but  a limited  investigation  has  been  carried  out 
with  results  very  similar  to  those  of  Dr.  Wynne  of  the  Ministry, 
in  respect  of  certain  5 year  olds,  namely  ; approximately  4 
decayed,  filled,  or  missing  teeth  per  child,  and  slightly  more  than 
20%  having  no  decayed,  filled  or  missing  teeth. 


A.B.C.  Scheme. 

The  Ministry  of  Education’s  A.B.C.  consent  scheme 
introduced  in  the  Autumn  of  1947  has  been  continued  this  year, 
and  out  of  a total  of  484  infants  inspected  for  the  first  time  in 
1948,  397  or  82%  returned  “A”  consents,  that  is,  they  expressed 
a desire  for  comprehensive  dental  treatment  throughout  school 
life,  thus  demonstrating  the  parents’  confidence  in  the  Education 
Authority  to  provide  fully  for  their  children’s  future  dental 
needs.  These  figures  are  particularly  impressive  as  the  great 
majority  were  inspected  after  the  5th  July.  The  corresponding 
figure  last  year  was  191  “A”  consents  out  of  297  infants  offered 
the  scheme,  a percentage  of  64.3%,  so  that  1948  shows  an  in- 
crease of  17.7%  in  the  “A”  consent  rate  among  infant  entrants. 


Consent  Rate. 

The  percentage  consenting  to  treatment  as  a result  of 
routine  inspection  this  year  shows  an  improvement  of  2.8%  on 
1947,  namely,  76.3%  for  1948,  73.5%  for  1947.  Of  children 
found  to  require  treatment  as  a result  of  special  inspections 
100%  consented  to  treatment,  making  a combined  routine  and 
special  consent  rate  of  83.6%. 

Mr.  H.  V.  Smail  in  his  report  comments  on  the  number  of 
consent  cards  not  returned  following  routine  inspections.  This 
he  says  is  especially  noticeable  in  the  case  of  the  Secondary 
Modern  Schools,  and  he  suggests  that  the  cards  should  be  sent 
by  post  direct  to  the  parents  and  that  a stamped  addressed 


envelope  be  enclosed  for  the  card  to  be  returned.  Personally 
I do  not  think  this  would  improve  the  situation,  and  the 
additional  strain  on  the  department’s  limited  clerical  staff 
would  not  be  justified.  When,  however,  the  Authority  has 
the  additional  clinic  facilities  and  staff  available  as  is  envisaged 
in  the  development  plan,  to  deal  more  adequately  than  at 
present  with  the  potential  “ priority  ” dental  classes,  then  and 
not  before  must  a big  dental  educational  propaganda  drive  be 
launched,  and  all  cases  of  refusal  or  non-return  of  consent  cards 
be  followed  up  to  ensure  that  treatment  is  obtained  either  at 
the  Authority’s  Clinic  or  from  the  general  dental  practitioner  of 
the  parents’  choice.  It  should  not  be  thought  from  the  above 
that  dental  education  is  neglected — far  from  it  ; no  opportunity 
is  lost  to  impress  on  children  and  parents  individually  and 
collectively  the  importance  of  oral  hygiene  and  the  necessity  of 
obtaining  adequate  dental  treatment  at  regular  intervals.  Talks 
have  been  given  in  schools  throughout  the  year,  and  at  the 
Health  Exhibition  held  in  the  Town  Hall  during  July,  valuable 
dental  education  was  made  available  by  means  of  demonstra- 
tions, films,  and  by  the  printed  and  spoken  word.  Much 
valuable  work  has  also  been  done  in  this  direction  by  all  teaching 
staffs,  and  in  particular  by  hygiene  mistresses  in  certain 
secondary  schools  who  I feel  are  doing  a very  great  service  both 
to  their  scholars  and  to  the  community  at  large.  An  immense 
amount  can  be  done  to  improve  the  health  of  the  nation  by 
impressing  on  our  young  people  the  principles  of  personal 
health,  and  all  workers  in  the  educational  field  must  share  with 
the  School  Health  and  other  Health  services  this  heavy 
responsibility. 

A close  study  of  the  results  of  all  periodic  (routine) 
inspections  shows  that  for  every  four  boys  selected  for  treatment, 
5 girls  are  so  selected,  and  in  regard  to  treatment  taking  two 
parellel  Secondary  Grammar  Schools  an  analysis  of  the  treatment 
carried  out  strongly  suggests  that  individual  girls  require  much 
more  treatment  than  boys,  but  further  investigation  would  be 
required  before  publishing  statistics. 

Two  cases  of  Vincents  infection  (both  confirmed  by 
bacteriological  investigation)  were  treated  successfully. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  may 
I express  my  thanks  for  your  continued  support  and  interest  in 
the  School  Dental  Service.  I should  also  like  to  thank  the 
Staff,  and  all  those  who  have  in  any  way  contributed  to  the 
children’s  dental  welfare  throughout  the  year.

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VERMINOUS  CONDITIONS. 

The  nurse  devotes  five  sessions  a week  to  school  inspection 
and  five  sessions  to  the  treatment  of  verminous  conditions  and 
the  treatment  of  scabies.  The  nurse  examines  the  children’s 
hands  for  burrows  at  the  same  time  as  the  head  inspection  is 
made,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  majority  of  cases  of  scabies 
are  discovered. 


The  following  figures  show  the  work  of  the  cleansing

MOORLANDS  OPEN-AIR  SCHOOL. 


(Head  Teacher — Miss  M.  A.  Burton). 


During  the  year  1948  all  the  school  places  (120)  were 
occupied  for  the  great  majority  of  the  weeks.  Each  child 
attending  was  examined  in  school  once  each  term  by  the  school 
medical  officer  ; weights  and  heights  were  taken  monthly  and 
recorded.  Individual  children  needing  attention  were  seen 
by  the  doctor  at  the  special  weekly  clinic  and  treatments  were 
carried  out  at  the  school  clinic  and  the  local  hospital. 
Cleanliness  inspections  were  made  regularly  throughout  the 
year. 

During  the  year,  54  children  were  discharged  or  left  the 
district  and  60  were  admitted  new  or  re-admitted  after  a period 
in  hospital.  The  ages  ranged  from  5 years  to  15+  years.

Observations. 

1.  That  children  admitted  between  the  ages  of  5+  and  8 + 
years  respond  quickest  to  the  general  treatment  at  the  school. 

2.  That  children  admitted  after  the  age  of  14+  years 
seem  to  derive  little  benefit  although  some  improvement  is 
obvious. 

3.  That  the  special  weekly  clinic  has  been  of  the  utmost 
value  to  the  Open-Air  School,  and  Dr.  Hodgkinson’s  reports  on 
these  special  visits  of  children  have  been  most  helpful  in  securing 
the  active  co-operation  of  the  mothers  and  the  treatment  of  the 
children  in  school. 


Children  discharged  during  1948 — 54,  of  which  : — 

18  had  been  in  for  1 year  or  less,  14  had  been  in  for  between 
1 and  2 years,  12  had  been  in  for  between  2 and  3 years, 
10  had  been  in  for  more  than  3 years. 

Children  on  registers  in  December,  1948 — 114,  of  which:  — 
40  had  been  in  for  less  than  1 year,  36  had  been  in  for 
between  1 and  2 years,  18  had  been  in  for  between  2 and  3 
years,  20  had  been  in  for  more  than  3 years. 

Group  4 in  each  case  includes  several  children  who  spent 
periods  in  hospitals  or  in  ordinary  schools  but  were  re-admitted. 


REPORT  OF  ORGANISER  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

(Miss  A.  R.  Gray). 

Individuality  of  the  child  is  the  keynote  of  our  Physical 
Education  to-day  to  ensure  that  the  development  of  a sound 
mind  is  co-ordinated  with  the  development  of  a sound  body. 

In  order  to  acquaint  the  teacher  with  the  latest  ideas  of 
class  teaching  and  keep  them  up-to-date  with  the  work,  I have 
taken  classes  and  demonstrations  during  the  year,  concentrating 
mostly  on  Junior  work. 

A course  in  movement  and  music  was  held  during  May  and 
June  to  introduce  Dance  into  the  schools,  not  copy  dancing,  but 
movement  with  understanding  which  provides  outlets  for  simple 
and  natural  forms  of  expression. 

The  influence  of  the  work  of  the  teachers  on  children  is 
nowhere  more  marked  than  in  connection  with  games.  The 
shortage  of  playing  fields  is  still  a great  handicap  to  school  games 
and  the  acquisition  of  suitable  new  ones  is  slow.  When  there  is 
a hope  of  purchasing  or  renting  a new  field  it  is  very  carefully 
followed  up. 

During  the  year  Bankfield  was  brought  into  use  by  Earls- 
heaton  Secondary  Modern  School.  Football,  hockey  and 
netball  are  played  there  and  the  adjoining  field,  part  of  the  site 
for  the  proposed  Bank  Top  Modern  School  is  available  for 
cricket.  The  site  for  a new  school  in  Healds  Road  will  be  used 
for  football  and  rounders  until  building  begins,  easing  the 
overworked  Oxford  Road  Field. 

The  position  in  regard  to  swimming  is  very  encouraging,
